Squinty will long be remembered at Lewis and Clark for all that he has given indi- 
vidual players, the team as a whole, and the student body. Most important of all he will 
be remembered for the example he has set. 

With his mild manner and generous nature, Squinty is known to express little physical 
emotion even in the last tense moments of the most important game. He has been like an 
anchor steadying and calming the team's emotions and giving them the confidence to 
do their best. He has made sportsmen of athletes.
